Merkle discloses inputs to an s-box, output from an s-box and what changes are made to those output but does not disclose selecting a 
portion of digital good and using that portions as an s-box when encrypting another portion as recited in claim 1 . Merkle teaches 
encryption and decryption methods that utilize s-box for its security. The claim language which recites "using the portion as a substitution 
box (S-box) when ecncrypting the other portion" can reasonably interpreting as portion of the data transformed through an array of 
substition when encrypting the other portion. Since Merkle teaches the encryption processes that separate plaintext into two portions and 
utilize substituion boxes as part of the encryption process, therefore, the limitation is met. . 
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
